GERMANY FORESEES. | 


MOROCCO DIVIDED UP 


Press Says She~ Intervenes Ex: 
pecting Partition if France 
and Spain Don’t Withdraw. 


WANTS A SHARE OF COUNTRY 


Won't Leave Agadir Until French and 
Spanish Expeditions Retire—Lon- 
don as Surprised as Paris,

LONDON, July 2.—The news of the 
German action in Morocco has created 
@s much surprise in London as it did 
in Paris, and is generally thought’ to 
add a'serious complication to Buropean 
international relatigns. 

There appears, ‘however, to be reason 
to doubt the statement from Spanish 
sources as to the landing of German 
troops at Agadir, and so long as the 
action of the Kaiser’s Government goes 
no further than the dispatching of a 
gunboat to a quarter where German 
iaterests are in danger, there remains 


a full opportunity for those diplomatic 
explanations of which Baron von 
Schoen, the German Ambassador at 
Paris, has already given the French 
Foreign Minister, de Selves, a sample. 

The best opiriion in London is. that 
while the German action is unnecessary 
and ill-advised, there is little reason 
to suppose that it will have any conse- 
quences more serious than that of an 
increasing distrust of German methods. 


BERLIN, July 2.—Germany, in sending 
the gunboat Panther to Agadir and stak- 
ing a claim in Southern Morocco in antici- 
petion of . the — partition of the 
coyntry, accord to the general inter- 

etation of the rman press, will take 
ts share in the Province of Sus, with its 
rich copper and mineral deposits, its great 
— ssibilities, and its equable 
climate, in which white men can live and 
work, unless France and Spain withdraw 
from their present adventure and really 
—— the integrity of Morocco. 

This is confirmed by the-semi-official 
statement which appears in The Cologne 
Gazette, pointing out that France and 
Spain, under assurances of purely tem- 
porary and benevolent action, both land- 
ed troops and occupied territory in viola- 
tion of the Algeciras act. Germany, says 
the statement, is justified in taking steps 
to protect her interests.

SEVEN ARE DROWNED 
IN NEW YORK WATERS 


Three of the Victims Bathers, 
Three Fell Overboard, One 
Tried to Save Others. 

















ONLY ONE BODY RECOVERED 


Two Boys Among Those Lost-—Many 
Rescues—-27 Reported Drowned 
Throughout the Country. 


The Summer Sunday’s death toll : by 
drowning received its first large addition 
this year with the torrid weather of yes- 
terday. Seven drownings were reported 
to the police in this city and near-by 
resorts, and there were many rescues. 
One of the drownings was in the Hast 
River, one in the Hudson, two at Coney 
Island, two near Rockaway, and one ‘in 
Jamaica Bay. Only one body was re- 
covered. ‘ 

Harry Sobile, a salesman of 969 Union 
Avenue, the Bronx, was a member of a 
launch party that had been cruising up 
the Hudson. Late in the afternoon they 
were returning and were nearly opposite 
Twenty-third Street when they ran close 
to an outgoing ferryboat. Sobile was sit- 


‘ting on the rail in the stern, and when 


the little craft, only twenty-five feet long, 
was caught in the swell of the ferryboat 
he lost his balance and toppled over. 

With him were Caspar Furman, a fur- 
rier, living at 2 East Fifteenth Street, who 
owned the. boat; Charles Furman,. his 
brother, and Mérris Fichter of 562 West 
148th Street. They cruised about the spot 
where he bad gone down, but said that 
his body never reappeared. After they 
had given up their ineffectual search the 
drowning was reported to the police. 

Almost directly -across the city, at 
Twenty-ninth Street and the East River, 
Guy Smith, a window cleaner at Belle- 
Vue Hospital, lost his life at about the 
same time. Simith, who lived in one of 
the hospital dormitories, went in swim- 
ming from a pier at the foot of Twenty- 
ninth Street, and had gone for some dis- 
tance out into the stream when he was 
seized with a cramp and called for help, 
Dennis-Coleen, a Bellevue yard foreman, 
who had gone to the pler with Smith, 
heard the call,’ and, ‘thotigh tid cannot 
swim, sprang Overboard, In his excite- 
ment ‘he was able to keep himself up, but 
after floundering around helplessly for a 
moment, climbed back to the pier and 
ran to Bellevue, where he gasped out the 
trouble to John McGann, Walter Mathew- 
son, and William Ward, members of a 
volunteer life saving corps. 

They got a boat and rowed to the spot 
where Smith had gone down. McGann 
and Mathewson dived repeatedly, but 
were unable to recover the body. Drag- 
ging was equally unsuccessful. 

Three boys. Roy Baumann of 102 Chest- 
rut Street, Frank Boise of 68 Chrisiopher 
Street, and Percy Doty of 126 Crescent 
Street, Brooklyn, went to Rockaway 
yesterday and hired a boat at Holland's 
dock. Baumann was the smallest, and 
he sat in the stern, while the < thers 
rowed. ‘They had not got very far cut 
when a power boat dashed by. The little 
fellow rose to his feet to ve a hand- 
kerthief to the occupants of the rower 
boat and was overboard the next tuo.1ent.

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MRS, JENKINS TELLS 
HOW SHE WAS ROBBED 


Woman in Big Smuggling Case 
Denies Statements Made 
by Mrs. Russell. 


EXPLAINSALLENSETTLEMENT 


Of $72,000 Agreed On She Had to Pay 
Out $41,000 for Recovery of Por. 
tion of the Jewels. 


Mrs. Helen Jenkins, about whom have 
whirled millionaires, detectives, customs 
men, and others in the story brought to 
light by the discovery of the alleged 
smuggling of jewels for her to the value 
of £150,000, replied yesterday to certain 
statements made about her by Mrs, Will- 
jam. A. Russell, who was living with her 
at the Hotel Lorraine when the cele- 
brated theft of $800,000 worth of dia- 
monds took. place in December, 1909, 
Among other things Mrs, Russell was 
quoted as saying that Mrs. Jenkins is an 
adventuress, and that W. J. Sutherland, 
Superintendent of the Mooney & Boland 
Detective Agency-m Chié¢ago, was about 
the rooms and corridors of the hotel for 
@ week berore the robbery which he was 
afterward called in to solve. 

Mrs. Jenkins was seen at the Wells- 
more, Broadway and Seventy-seventh 
Street, on her return from an automobile 
trip last night, and was asked to tell of 
her acquaintance with Mrs. Russell and 
the facts of the theft and return of the 
jewels, 

“ While I was living at the Lorraine in 
December, 1909,’’ she said, ‘I was called 
to’ the telephone one day by Judge W- 8, 
Foltz of New Castle, Penn., whom I 
knew and who is a man of high standing 
sociaily and in business. He sajd he 
wanted me to meet a friend of his, whom 
he described as a charming woman, who 
was with him at the Waldorf. I went 
there, and we all had luncheon together, 
We started for a drive 'n my car. Mrs, 
Russell was chilly, and we stopped at the 
Lorraine so that I could lend her a fur 
éoat. While she was ;n my room she sat 
on the bed and cried. She said she had 
left her husband, and that she had used 
up aJl the money she had and would have 
to leave the Waldorf. She said she had 
no means of going elsawhere, and could 
not return home. TI felt very sorry for 
her, and it ended by .my asking her to 
come and stop with me until things were 
straightened out. 

“She was with me about a month. 
She had been there ohly a few days 
when one of her daughters came to see 
her: . I felt so sofry for her that I sug- 
gested to the daughter that it be ar- 
ranged for her to go home. My sole 
idea was to help bring about a reconcilia- 
tiom. with the husband, The: daughter 
did not encourage the idea, saying that 
it was impossible. The next day one of 
the sons came and then the other son 
ond daughter. All of them began to 
make their headquarters in my apart- 
ment and took many of their meals 
there, including late suppers. Of course, 
I paid for all the meals, and I also gave 
the girls spending money from time to 
time and bought them simple little 
gowns when they had gocial affairs to 
attend for which they were not prepared. 
They all agreed it was impossible for 
Mrs. Russell to return home. 

“This went on until the time ap- 
proached when I was expecting Mr. Al- 
len—or Mr. Jenkins, as he was then 
known among us—back from. Europe. On 
the Tuesday before the robbery occurred 
I told Mrs. Russell she would have to go. 
On the Saturday in question, Dec. 11, 
I was going for a drive at 8 o'clock, re- 
turning ‘n time for tea at'5, to which I 
had invited a number of: friends, includ- 
ing Mr. Foltz. and Mr. Collins. Mrs. 
Russell went out on an errand for me 
anc had not returned when I left"in my 
car. She came in’ soon after and was 
in the apartment when'I returned, The 
jewelry was Sone from the cedar’ chest 
in which I kept it. with some other 
things, 

“I telephoned the manager of the hotel 
and asked him to notify the police. He 
declined to do so, and as the next best 
thing I decided to call up the Pinkerton 
Detective Agency, I don’t know whether 
the manager changed his mind or how 
the police were notified, but a few min- 
utes after the Pinkerton men came 
Lieut.

ATLANTA, Ga., July 2.—The eighth 
weekly victim of Atlanta’s “Jack the 
Ripper” came to her death Saturday 
night at the same hour and in almost 
identically the same manner in which the 
other seven mulatto women were killed. 
This eighth victim is Lena Sharpe, aged 
about 40 years. The woman was found 
dead with her head almost severed, and 
her body horribly mutilated. 

Boon after the daughter of the dead 
woman, who had gone in search of her, 
‘was attacked by a negro whom she-had 
never seen before. The daughter, too, 
was badly cut, but managed to make her 
escape, and it is thought she will re- 
cover, She describes her assailant as a 
large black man, powerfully built, and 
meatly dressed. She asserts that he 
spoke to her and attempted to engage 
her in conversation. She took fright, she 
says, and as she. started to run, was 
stabbed in the back. 

The police are more than evér mysti- 
fied, and are working in the dark. Mean- 
time the entire negro population hds be- 
come terrorised. To-night there are few 
negro woman on the streets. Negro 
preachers. have taken the murders for a 
text, and their congregations, alevays 
emotional, have been worked up into a 
state of religious frenzy. Negro cooks 
and housemaids are refusing to work 
after dark in cases where they have any 
distance to go to their homes afterward. 

Killings of negroes by negroes are fre- 
quent enough on Saturday nights, when

STOCK CARS TOO SPEEDY. 


Engineers Say * Excessive 
Power Is Wasteful. 


Although American automobiles are be- 
coming quite popular in France, the 
French engineers and manufacturers, who 
admittedly lead in the production of first- 
grade cars, are not slow to state that 
the regular stock cars built in the United 
States have too much power, They main- 
tain that putting racing power in a fam- 
ily touring car is ridiculous. They pre- 
dict that in future years the average 
touring car seen on American roads will 
seldom have more than thirty horse 
power, and in the seven-passenger class 
never over forty. 

Orson C., Wells of Chicago, formerly & 
partner of John W. Gates, who is tour- 
ing Europe in a Garford “ forty,” says:

TURNING THE NEW LEAF. 

The Treasury's accounts for the fiscal 
year just ended hdve been made up 
and are subject to revision in detail, 
but not in substance. The statement Is 
memorable, because it shows the first 
surplus (since the boom year of 1907 
gave a surplus of $111,000,000. Since 
then there heave been a series of def- 
icits, ranging up to $58,000,000 in the 
last year of the preceding Administra- 
tion. In the year just closed. the Treas- 
ury has collected more than $700,000,- 
000. The official figures will show an 
ordinary surplus of $45,681,620 and an 
excess of $31,305,923 over al] disburse- 
ments, including Panama Canal and 
public debt transactions. It may be said 
that while the year’s income may be 
figured to show a surplus the Nation’s 
debt is enlarged. But if the debt is 
enlarged, so are the Nation’s assets, 
and the fact remains that last year was 
one of the best in the Treasury's expe- 
rience. 

It could ‘not have been so unless it 
also was a good year in the country’s 
experience.’ The people and the Treas- 
ury thrive together.. It might be said 
that the-people would thrive more ifthe 
Treasury absorbed less of the péople’s 
thrift, but that assumes that the people 
could get along withott the Treasury. 
The Treasury is not one of those things 
which can be dispensed with, and its 
demands must be met, cost what it 
may. Item, the Treasury absorbed 
$28,000,000 of corporation taxes, which 
the corporations could very well have 
used in their business. But the pay- 
ment of that eum had other uses than 
to provide the Treasury’s surplus. It 
rubs in the lesson of the riot of extrav- 
agance which produced the series of 
deficits now terminated. If the corpo- 
rations do not like the payment, let 
them reflect why the tax was levied 
and how it may be repealed. The 
Treasury also is in funds because the 
people have drunk $216,000,000 of tax 
money_and smoked $62,000,000 more. 
The decrease of these receipts : was 
largely responsible for the bad. times 
which were reflected in the Treasury 
deficits, and the retuffi of ‘good times 
is reflected in the lamentable indul- 
gences measured by the $278,000,000 
of payments above mentioned... The bad 
times from which we are emerging are 
further reflected and measured in the 
decrease of customs collections by $20,- 
000,000. We are wearing less money in 
diamonds and silks than we did, and the 
Treasury has to bear the burden of our 
economy inthis respect. ProbaBly the 
loss to the Treasury is less than the 
gain to ourselves, a reflection ‘which it 
is safer to make about laces and dia- 
monds than about beer and tobacco, 
and even whisky, which is sufficiently 
identified to account for $155,000,000 of 
collections, The Treasury might have 
another series of deficits if we all 
signed the pledge at once.

Dr. Jow- 
ETT’s reputed assertion to his Hnglish 
friends that he could find no English 
news in the American newspapers we 
must. remember that it is a habit of 
Western American people to complain 
that Eastern newspapers publish no 
‘Western news, and of people through- 
out the United States to assert, face- 
tiously, that New York is the most 
“provincial” place in the world, and 
that its press fitly represents its nar- 
rowness, 
Our newspapers publish dally, of 
course, the important news of the 
whole world, and so do many of the 
‘English newspapers. It is worthy of 
note that the foremost journals of 
Great Britain now devote considerable 
space’ to reports of American news. 
Yet they cannot ‘satisfy the yearnings 
of the American. abroad for his local 
newspaper, 
Dr. Jowett has missed his Birming- 
ham newspaper during his American 
sojourn. That journal has been meat 
and drink to him, Returning home for 
a visit, he expresses feelingly the void 
in his life, No journalist, surely, should 
resent such an expression. In time Dr.

STAMPING THE BALLOT. 
Stamping their ballots, instead of 
marking them by hand, is practiced by 
the voters in three States — California, 
Oklahoma, and Wyoming. . Assembly- 
man ArnTEMAS Warp, Jr., believes that 
the marking of ballots by means of a 
stamp should be adopted in all the 
States, and he has introduced a-bill at 
Albany for that’purpose, The éourts, 
which are anxious to preserve to the 
voter the free exercise of the fratichise 
even though he be careless, have ren- 
dered contradictory decisions about im- 
perfectly made cross-marks, so that it 
is possible in some measure for political 
leaders and their “ blocks of five” to 
destroy the secrecy of the ballot and to 
open the way for its barter and sale by 
identifying marks. 
Assemblyman Warp’s plan provides 
for each polling booth a pencil equipped 
at one end with a flat and circular rub- 
ber stamp one-quarter inch in diame- 
ter. The voter of the straight ticket 
would apply with this instrument a sin- 
gle all-black mark in the circle at the 
head of the ticket; if he would ‘split 
his ticket, a stamp mark may be placed 
in the voting spaces to the left of 
names of candidates, and he has his 
pencil pointed at the other end to write 
the names of additional candidates if he 
so desires. 4 
This method, Mr.. Warp informs 
Tum ‘Times, insures against wrangling | 
and recounts. Inks are: made for the 
pads that will not smear and will dry 
immediately, before the ballot is folded. 
In the States that have employed the 
stamp for a year or more no attempt 
has been made to go back to the old 
method of voting with irregular and 
hand-made cross-marks. The solid 
black and circular stamp seems to an- 
swer the purpose.

Mr. AtT- 
woop gave the aeroplane the very best 
sort of an advertisement—one that will 
cause twenty or perhaps fifty times more 
people to buy_and-_learn to use it than 
would the performance of all the circus 
feats that could be invented.

BERLIN, July 2—Felix Motti, the 
distinguished German “orcheb’tra. con- 
ductor and director of the Royal Opera 
at Munich, died in that city to-day of 
arterio sclerosis. He was 55 years old. 
Herr Wottl had been seriously ill for 
about two weeks. It was June ‘23, 
when he learned that he was in a crit- 
ical condition, that he méarried Senta 
Fassbender, a singer at the Munich 
Royal Opera. 

His illness was complicated by men- 
tal trouble due to the personal attacks 
made against him on account of his 
betrothal to Fraulein Fassbender. Last 
August the Munich court dissolved his 
marriage with Henrietta Mer gp ee 
ner. Some months prior to this Herr 
Mott! announced that he had applied 
for a divorce from his wife. on the 
ground of her extravagance. - She 
threatened a cross-suit, alleging mis- 
conduct,on his part, and inorder to 
prevent a public scandal Mottl aban- 
doned the divorce proc gs.

They make _ it) their 
business to buy up. gilt-edged second 
mortgages at a bargain, and when the 
time comes for extension demand and fe- 
ceive from 10 per Cent. upward beyond 
the legal rate. I myself was forced to 


pay 10 per cent, beyond the legal rate, 


and I was informed that I was peculiarly 
favored in getting off so cheaply. 

“T know a company officered by men, 
‘mainly lawyers, who stand high in the re- 
gious and social life of Brooklyn, who 
are-engaged, taken all in all, in the 
meanest business in Brooklyn, and hun- 
dreds of people are driven to the wall. 
The 10 per cent. and upward these Shy- 
locks take beyond the legal rate they call 
bonus, but, the robbery amounts to the 
same thing. Men of this stamp can 
make ‘large doriations to church and 
charities, send their children to the best

New 
York the hired homes amount to about 
88 per cent. of the total. In Manhattan 
and the Bronx the percentage of ten- 
ants rises to more than 04 per cent. In 
Manhattan, gut of 883,726 homes only 
15,861 were owned in 1900 by their occn- 
pants free from mortgage or other in- 
cumbrance, In Brooklyn four-fifths of 
the population live in rented homes.

There was no lack last week 
of private reports bearing on this or 
the other crop, but the sum total of 
these estimates left no clear summary 
of the crop position. There was clearly, 
however, a disposition in some quar- 
ters:to modify the damage predictions 
which had previously been made, and 
even from South Dakota, whose wheat 
crop some of the private crop observ- 
ers had practically abandoned, came 
reports of improvement as a result of 
recent rains. So far as the position of 
the cotton belt is concerned, it is rea- 
sonable to hope, in view of all that is 
known of conditions in the Southern 
States, that a record crop may be har- 
vested. This is a point, however, upon 
which more light will be had with the 
publication of to-day’s Government re- 
port. The grain fields have unques- 
tionably suffered, as compared with the 
June 1 condition, but not until next 
Monday’s Government report is at hand 
will any reliable basis be had for an 
estimate of the extent of the impair- 
ment which has taken place. It fs pos- 
sible, and even probable, that it will be 
found that recent damage reports have 
been much exaggerated. 

Meanwhile the general course of 
trade is far from showing any indica~- 
tion of retrogression, particularly if 
count be taken of the fact that we are 
now in a season of normally curtailed 
business activity. Last week brought 
further indication of improvement in 
the steel trade, and in the fortnightly | 
report of freight car surplusage evi- 
dence was supplied of actual increase 
in the demand for freight equipment 
during the second and third weeks of 
June. So long as such items of infor- 
mation. as these continue to come to’ 
hand, increasing ground will be afford- 
ea for the expectation that with the 
final passing of the period of — 
tainty regarding the crop situation 
business will show sufficient expansion 
to lead to considerably heavier traffic 
on the railways and increased manu- 
facturing .and, trading activity. .

Col, Colgate, however. will likely enter 
the Senatorial primaries, ana in that event 
will in all probability be supported by the 
Republican organization as well as by 
somme of the progressive element.

TSO RULE — SHOT BY POLICEMAN, 


Wounded In Abdomen During ‘Row. In. 
Tenement Which He Was Watching. 


Police Capt. Walsh. of the Hast 126th 
Street Station is investigating the shoot-

He shot 
William Morrough, a negro waiter, who 
was standing in the doorway of his room, 
on the fourth floor of the negro tenement 
at 228 Hast 127th Street, listening to a 
fracas which was going on at the other 
end of the hall. 

As near as Capt. Walsh could find out 
yesterda ¥ pa So 1 his policemen, 
named iiton, had been sing near 
the tenement when he hea’ first three 
pistol shots and then the rapping of a 
policeman’s nightstick and the blowing of 
a policeman's whistle cong from the 
tenement. Rem spemmbering . & he killing of 
Lynch on Saturday, he fired a shot in the 
air as he ran up the tenement stoop.- He 
heard sounds of trouble coming from the 
fourth floor, and when he reached the 
landing found ten negro men and women 
in one corner of it. One of the negroes 
fired a p l at him. Three others grap- 
pled with him and threw him down. is 
revolver fell down the stair well to the 
basement. * 

While this was going on Policeman 
Drescher, who, had also been attracted 
from thé street by the noise of the fracas, 
ran up the stairs. “Drescher told Capt. 
Walsh that, remembering the killi of 
Lynch, he ran up stairs with his revolver 
drawn. When he reached the fourth-floor 
landing a negro woman seized his drawn 
revolver and tried to ft it away from 

. It was discharged, he said, and the 
shot, flying wild, went through ‘the body 
of Morrough. 

When Morrough fell, wounded, the ne- 

roes, according to the stories of both po- 
icemen, ran away. Morrough was taken 
to Harlem Hospital. The bullet was there 
found to have penetrated His abdomen, 
but he has a good chance of recovery. 
Capt. Walsh sent Patrolman Landvoe, a 
shorthand writer, to get a full statement 
from Morrough in the hospital last night 
as to exactly how he came to be shot.

CHARLTON NOW USED 
10 JERSEY JAIL LIFE 


Has Fought for a Year Against 
Extradition to Italy for Trial 
for Wife Murder. 


PROVES MODEL PRISONER 


Must Wait Until October for Action 
by the Supreme Court on 
His Appeal. 


Although more than twelve ‘months 
have passed since Porter Charlton, the 
22-year-olg son of Federal Judge Paul 
Charlton of the District of Porto Rico,

Chariton is still in the Hudson County 
Jail in Jersey City, waiting till the courts 
determine whether or not he should be 
sent back to Italy for trial. 

After Secretary of State Knox decided, 
last December, that he would grant the 
request of the Italian Government for 
Charlton's extradition, Charlton sued 
for a writ of certiorari, but Judge Rell- 
stab, in the United States Circuit Court 
last January, upheld Secretary Knox. 
Chariton then appealed to the United 
States Supreme Court, where the case 

now is. The court reconvenes next Octo- 
ber, and if Chariton’s appeal is then 
denied nothing can keep him from being 
turned over td the Italian Government for 
trial. The lawyer, R. Floyd Clarke, stated 
some time ago that if Charlton were 
extradited and convicted by the Italian 
Government he would probably receive 
a sentence of imprisonment for twenty 
years, ten of these years being in solitary 
confinement, Almost all prisoners. receiv- 
ing this sentence either die or go insane 
before its expiration. Mr. Clarke also im- 
plied some time ago that if Charlton 
were tried in Italy he was almost sure 
to be convicted, since under the Italian 
trial system a prisoner is — to be 


guilty until proved innoce

BOSTON, July 2.—The contest over the 
proposed repeal of the constitutional pro- 
hibition of the liquor traffic in Maine 
has produced petitions from Burope, urg- 
ing a popular vote for the retention of 
the prohibitory amendment.
